Mr. Simpson called the meeting to order and asked for brief progress reports from 
each member publication, 


TECHNICIAN -- The election coverage was more extensive this year and the response 
has been good. 


WKNC-FM -- The new apprentices are coming along quite well. The station is conduct- 
ing a study of the wattage question; carried the election results. The 
station has a new program now on the air called "Dialogue", a discussion 
show, 


AGROMECK -- Ninety per cent of the book is in the hands of the publisher; the other 
ten per cent should be in by March 15. The delivery date is Monday, 
May 8. 


WINDHOVER -- Taped Thomas Wolfe lecture and will add it to the magazine, Mr, Wolfe 


will edit the copy before it is printed, The Graphic Press is printing 
the magazine this year, Delivery date is April 14. 


A discussion on a nine-month salary schedule followed, The final motion was a nine- 
month salary schedule for editors only, effective with the 1967-68 school year. 
(Passed unanimously.) It was moved that this schedule be effective September 
through May. (11 yes, 1 no, passed.) 
The question of WKNC-FM's power increase was thoroughly discussed, The reasons for 
choosing 1,000 watts are better coverage, power would not have to be expanded in the 
near future, and it would serve the triangle area. Only two pieces of equipment 
would need to be added and the station can meet the personnel requirements for 1,000 
watts, Mr. Grigg suggested that the existing transmitter be sold (for approximately 
$1,000) and a completely new transmitter be purchased from Gates. The operating 

| costs should remain the same. The cost to the Board for the power increase would 

| be approximately $3,000. Mr. Grigg moved that the Board grant permission for 

\ WKNC-FM to file for FCC permission to increase power to 1,000 watts, and to file 

| this in the name of North Carolina State University at Raleigh with the Board as the 
body of responsibility. Dr. Elliott seconded; passed unanimously. 
Mr. Simpson then called for new business. Mr. Kear suggested an amendment to the 
by-laws so that the editor of The Technician, effective immediately, would appoint 
his own Business Manager. His reasons were (1) the business staff has operated in- 
dependently of the news and editorial staff; and (2) there would probably be a per- 
sonality clash if the Board elected the Business Manager.
